A Federal Officer Who Read Novels Be- 


tween Engagements. 


Gonerul Horace Porter tells the fol- 


lowing unccdote in his ' 'Campaigning 
With Grant" in The Century: During 
the ter\ days of battle through which 
•we hud just passed very little relief, 
physical or mental, had been obtained, 
but there was one staff officer, a Colonel 
B 
, who often came as bearer of 


messages to our headquarters, who al- 
ways managed to console himself with 
novel reading, and his peculiarity in 
this respect became' a standing joke 
among those who knew him. He went 
about with his saddle bags stuffed full 
of thrilling romances, and was seen sev- 
ernl times sitting on his horse, under a 
brisk fire, poring over the last pages of 
an absorbing volume to reach the de- 
nouement of the plot and evincing a 
greater curiosity to find how the hero 
and the heroine were going to be extri- 
cated from the entangled dilemma into 
which they had been plunged by the 
unsympathetic author than' to learn the 
result of the surrounding battle.

In the senate. 


The object of this proposition is to 


prevent the Republicans from dividing 
upon various schedules whicli might be 
presented. The necessity of this ar- 
rangement was developed by the de- 
bate and the various contentions ol 
senators. 


In the early part of the caucus Sena- 


tor Aldrich wns called upon for an ex- 
planation of the bill, and some of the 
amendments. 


During the remarks Senator Cullom 


called for a statement on the sugar 
schedule, over which there had been so 
much controversy. 


The explanation was presetned was 


largely technical, but the senators who 
heard him understood that the house 
schedule would largely exclude the 
coarse and low grade from Java, the 
Phillippine islands and other points.

•Responsible Itldilcr of the World—Low 
Frices Stimulate Both Consumption and 
Production—EiftJnple of Steel Kail Pool, 
One of the best speeches made in the 


houso while the Diugley bill was being 
discussed was made by John C. Bell of 
Colorado. With facts which are indis- 
putable and logio which is unanswer- 
able ho exposed many of the fallacies of 
protection. His exposure of tho absurd 
claim' that protection helps tho work- 
ingrnau is especially good. Hero is a 
part of it: 


"But our friends upon the other side 


eny that they levy a tariff for the bene- 
fit of tbo wage-workers. I say to you 
that any tariff bill, I caro riot from 
whom it comes, that does not contain a 
provision for prohibiting the free in- 
flow of immigration from foreign coun- 
tries is oblivious of tho rights of labor 
and is opposed to the interest of all 
wageworkers. [Applause.] 


"Protection is always asked in tho 


interest of others. Now, observe how it 
is asked in behalf of tbo poor laboring 
man—just enough'to cover the differ- 
ence between the European scale of 
wages and our own. What hypocrisy! 
Who ever heard of the laboring man 
getting rich manufacturing? Tlio sta- 


bavc gamed, as ho would have had few 
er to haudio i'or the sumo profit. 


"This bill w.ill increase tho mnnufac 


turor's profits ou the individual arti 
cles, bit will losseu tbo power of tho 
people to buy or use his wares. 


' 'It is tho poverty of tho buyor, not 


tho procuicer, that must bo relieved be- 
fore things will thrive. 


"Tho manufacturer has every facility 


to produce, but uo facility to sell. 


"It is the consumption that must 


first be stimulated, and that will stim- 
ulate production. 


"There are but a few crumbs in this 


bill to aid the oppressed farmer of the 
interior or the laborer, but thousauds 
of things to further oppress him. Higher 
sugar, higher salt, higher lumber, high- 
er clothing, higher manufactured prod- 
ucts and absolutely nothing to raise tho 
price of labor—n high tariff ou labor's 
products, limiting the demand for his 
labor by n:\rrowiug tho market, but 
throwing tho ports wide open for tho 
free importation of other laborers from 
foreign countries to freely compete with 
his work.

"I think not. Tho bill as ifc stands is 


satisfactory to tho Sugar trust and prob- 
ably cannot be kept so except by the 
votes controlled by the Cuttle trust of 
tho west. Wero the New England sena- 
tors^Willing to risk offending the Sugar 
trust, they could doubtless defeat the 
duty on hides, but the fact is that Bos- 
ton and Providence, in proportion to 
their size, are far moro thoroughly sat- 
urated with Sugar trust influences than 
is auy other part of the country, and, 
however much Senators Aldrich, Wet- 
more, Hour nud Lodge may bewail tho 
fate of their boot and shoo manufac- 
turers, there is no prospect whatever 
that they will sacrifice the Sugar trust 
interests to help them,''
